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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


Through  the  medium  of  this,  the  ninety-seventh  annual 
report  of  the  Kentucky  School  for  the  Blind,  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
state  that  the  school  is  still  developing  and,  from  point  of  service 
to  the  blind,  is  reaching  its  goal — -that  of  receiving  in  greater 
numbers  the  younger  children  for  training  and  teaching. 

It  is  of  prime  importance  that  a  handicapped  child  start  its 
training  early  and  out  of  the  one  hundred  eighty-nine  enrolled 
in  both  departments  for  the  1938-1939  school  term,  forty-three 
were  making  their  first  contacts  with  school  life  at  an  average  age 
of  eight. 

This  younger  group  of  children  are  housed  in  the  two  mod- 
ern cottages  erected  in  1935 — being  equipped  with  dormitories, 
sun  rooms,  diet  kitchens,  hospitals,  school  rooms — adjoining  the 
cottages  are  the  playgrounds  with  especially  built  equipment  for 
the  enjoyment  of  small  tots — thus  they  live  in  a  world  of  their 
own,  free  from  contacts  and  problems  of  the  older  groups.  Among 
the  other  advantages  from  the  cottage  plan  is  the  reduced  hazard 
from  contagious  diseases. 

The  course  of  studj^  in  our  school  follows  closely  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  Kentucky.  Blind 
students  in  the  classroom  have  always  impressed  visitors  and  the 
earnest  application  of  the  children  to  their  work  is  more  fre- 
quently the  rule  than  the  exception. 

Our  faculty  includes  sixteen  teachers  and,  in  addition  to 
routine  school  duties,  they  give  freely  of  their  time  each  evening 
to  group  reading  and  supervision  of  studies,  thus  stimulating 
interest  in  school  work  as  well  as  good  literature. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  there  were  enrolled  thirty-five 
pupils  and  thirteen  in  the  Senior,  totaling  forty-eight.  Grad- 
uating from  High  School  this  year :

The  interest  of  the  pupils  in  the  Music  Department  is 
shown  by  the  progress  they  have  made.  Instruction  is  given  in 
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piano,  pipe  organ,  band  and  choral  singing.  The  advanced  stu- 
dents gave  a  recital  in  May  to  friends  of  the  School.  Once  each 
week  at  chapel  exercises,  a  pupil  gives  a  short  program  thereby 
gaining  experience  in  playing  before  an  audience.  The  highest 
award  given  in  this  area  by  the  Kentucky  High  School  Music 
Festival  was  received,  in  competition  with  sighted  children  by 
Alfred  Noble,  one  of  our  seniors.  A  group  from  the  Primary  and 
Intermediate  Department  had  the  pleasure  of  broadcasting  songs 
over  Station  WHAS  during  Christmas  week  and  our  carolers 
serenaded  friends  and  neighbors. 

Music  appreciation  was  stimulated  by  attendance  at  the 
series  of  concerts — especially  arranged  for  children — ^by  the  Cin- 
cinnati Symphony  Orchestra.  Tickets  and  transportation  for 
this  unusual  pleasure  were  furnished  the  school  by  its  good 
friend,  Dr.  Adolph  0.  Pfingst. 

The  Glee  Club  and  Harmonica  Band  as  well  as  the  Boys' 
Quartette  gave  entertaining  programs  throughout  the  year.  The 
Boys'  Chorus  contributed  several  numbers  to  the  sessions  of  the 
Kentucky  Educational  Association. 

The  Commercial  Department  had  its  particular  appeal  to  all 
students,  enabling  them  as  it  does  to  type  their  school  work  and 
write  letters  to  sighted  friends.  The  advanced  pupils  in  this 
department  received  many  compliments  upon  their  attractively 
typed  programs  for  the  school's  play.  In  addition  to  typing, 
salesmanship  and  business  English  are  also  taught. 

Indispensable  to  the  general  well  being  of  the  students  is 
our  comprehensive  physical  education  program  embracing 
games,  drills,  dances,  volley  ball,  baseball,  apparatus  work  and 
hiking.  Much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  shuffle  board  con- 
tests held  by  both  the  boys  and  girls.  Through  the  constant  good 
work  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  handicaps  are  over- 
come, fair  play  and  leadership  developed. 

In  the  Home  Economics  Department,  girls  are  taught  sew- 
ing, knitting,  crocheting,  wearing  and  basketry;  here  they  also 
learn  about  food  values,  the  art  of  cooking  and  hoiHe  manage- 
mx3nt.  Several  times  each  year  the  advanced  girls  in  this  depart- 
ment cook  and  serve  meals  for  the  members  of  their  class. 

The  work  in  the  Manual  Training  Department  affords  an 
opportunity  for  each  boy  to  acquire  knowledge  in  some  type  of 
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creative  work  which  enables  him  to  learn  the  various  uses  of 
tools.  Leading  to  a  preparation  for  self-support,  mop  making-, 
simple  carpentry,  chair  caning  and  toy  making  are  taught. 

During  the  past  year  a  Dramatic  Club  was  organized  for  the 
older  pupils  and  several  creditable  performances  given.  This 
opportunity  has  afforded  the  members  a  chance  for  self-develop- 
ment and  personal  improvement. 

In  a  separate  school,  a  short  distance  from  the  main  build- 
ing, the  negro  blind  pursue  their  studies.  Under  the  supervision 
of  a  principal  and  three  teachers,  these  children  are  given  the 
same  advantages.  This  Department,  under  its  own  staff  of  teach- 
ers, has  progressed  satisfactorily.  There  were  nineteen  enrolled 
in  this  school  for  this  current  year. 

The  school's  library  is  made  up  of  textbooks,  fiction,  non- 
fiction  and  such  current  magazines  as  Time,  Reader's  Digest  and 
Sunday  School  weeklies  as  well  as  the  magazines  of  the  various 
blind  schools.  At  the  present  time,  there  are  about  five  thousand 
volumes  catalogued  in  this  library. 

Through  the  Works  Progress  Administration  the  school 
obtained  a  number  of  models  w^hich  are  being  used  in  the  Geog- 
raphy and  History  classes. 

Selected  for  its  good  photography,  a  picture  of  our  chil- 
dren at  play  was  used  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Edu- 
cation in  its  April  publication  of  "School  Life". 

The  health  of  the  student  body  during  the  past  year  has  been 
remarkably  good.  Through  the  cooperation  of  the  City  Health 
Department,  the  children  were  vaccinated  and  given  such  tests 
as  Wassermann,  Schick  and  Tuberculin.  In  addition  to  this 
service,  all  children  were  given  a  complete  physical  examination 
by  our  own  staff  doctor,  and  his  recommendations  carefully  car- 
ried out.  Because  of  these  preventive  measures,  illness  was  kept 
to  a  minimum  and  there  was  not  one  case  of  any  contagious 
disease. 

School  holidays  were  observed  with  appropriate  exercises 
and  the  usual  number  of  parties  and  entertainments  given  while 
Christmas  was  celebrated  in  a  more  than  gala  manner.  The 
sparkle  and  spirit  of  Christmas  pervaded  every  corner  of  the 
school  while  in  the  gymnasium  (the  largest  available  space)  our 
sixteen-foot  Christmas  tree  with  its  burden  of  lights  and  decora- 
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tions  bore  gifts  galore  for  every  one.  Santa  Claus  and  his  help- 
ers were  busy  several  hours  giving  out  gifts  for  the  children  from 
the  school,  and  those  gifts  sent  by  families  and  friends  at  home, 
and  the  beautiful  gifts  personally  presented  by  the  members  of 
the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Louisville.

The  conscientious  and  efficient  services  of  our  eye  specialist, 
Dr.  Claude  T.  "Wolfe,  throughout  this,  as  well  as  the  past  fifteen 
years,  is  one  of  the  greatest  contributions  to  the  welfare  of  the 
blind  children  of  Kentucky.  In  several  cases  operations  were 
performed  with  the  result  that  these  children  were  able  to  return 
to  their  homes  to  enter  public  school.  This  service  of  Dr.  Wolfe 
rendered  continuously  and  unselfishly  throughout  the  years  is 
entirely  a  "labor  of  love". 

Of  immeasurable  value  to  the  adult  blind  in  their  own  homes 
is  the  regular  visit  of  our  field  worker.  Braille  and  manj^  types 
of  handwork  are  taught  and  invariably  have  been  the  means  of 
stimulating  hope  and  interest  to  this  group.  In  many  cases,  they 
liave  been  able  to  derive  an  income  from  the  sale  of  their  own 
handwork. 

Extending  the  program  of  the  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the 
Adult  Blind,  broom  bag  making  has  been  added  to  the  manufac- 
turing department.  A  substantial  increase  in  sales  has  been 
noted  over  the  previous  year  which  again  has  not  only  assured 
regular  employment  but  overtime  to  our  corps  of  blind  men. 

In  our  Vending  Stand  Project,  we  are  continuing  our  efforts 
to  secure  new  locations,  in  addition  to  training  prospective 
operators  and  supervising  vending  stands  already  established. 
In  this  type  of  work  there  are  employed  forty -seven  blind  adults 
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and  the  various  locations  where  they  are  employed  are  listed  at 
the  cone.lusion  of  this  report. 

The  Talking  Books  while  serving  a  great  need  to  the  blind 
are  found  limited  as  to  subject  matter  and  a  more  liberal  selec- 
tion is  a  distinct  need.  To  the  present  date  two  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  have  been  distributed  in  Kentucky ;  of  this  num- 
ber one  hundred  and  sixty-four  are  the  electrical  type  and  sixty- 
three  are  spring  driven  for  use  in  rural  homes  in  which  there  is 
no  electricity. 

Answering  in  a  highly  satisfactory  way,  the  sundry  ques- 
tions of  sighted  people  is  the  moving  picture  "Teaching  the 
Blind  to  See''  which  we  have  had  taken  of  our  school  life  and 
work.  This  technicolored  film,  the  school's  good  will  agent, 
depicts  every  phase  of  the  blind  work  as  it  is  being  advanced  in 
Kentucky.  Its  presentation  has  a  word  of  introduction  by  the 
superintendent  and  then  the  story  of  the  school  unfolds.  Shown 
at  club  meetings,  Sunday  School  classes,  and  at  various  clinics 
throughout  the  State,  the  film  has  done  much  to  inform  an  unbe- 
lieving public  of  what  the  blind  can  do  and  especially  stresses 
the  adult  concession  stand  and  the  blind  in  industry. 

While  it  is  not  possible  to  recall  all  the  kindnesses  the  school 
has  received,  we  nevertheless  feel  we  must  record  our  sincere 
thanks  to  our  Advisory  Committee  whose  guidance  and  loyal 
support  have  been  constant  throughout  the  year — our  corps  of 
efficient  teachers  and  entire  staff  for  their  unselfish  devotion  to 
duty.  All  these  things  have  contributed  toward  a  year  of  satis- 
factory service  to  the  work  of  aiding  the  blind  of  Kentucky.

Every  blind  child  in  Kentucky,  or  any  Kentucky  child 
whose  sight  is  so  poor  as  to  prevent  it  from  attending  an  ordi- 
nary school,  can  get  a  free  education  at  th,e  Kentucky  school  for 
the  Blind  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  There  is  no  charge  for  board, 
tuition  or  books. 

There  are  separate  schools  for  the  white  children  and  for 
the  colored  children,  some  distances  apart,  each  with  its  own 
set  of  teach.ers.  The  State  has  endeavored  to  make  these  schools 
everything  they  should  be  for  the  education,  health  and  comfort 
of  the  blind  children  of  Kentucky.  The  buildings  are  large  and 
beautifully  situated  on  rolling  grounds  with  magnificent  forest 
trees,  and  filled  with  every  possible  device  for  the  training  of 
the  blind.  The  teachers  are  the  best  that  can  be  had,  thoroughly 
experienced  in  teaching  those  who  cannot  see. 

The  school  session  opens  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem- 
ber and  closes  the  second  Wednesday  in  June,  the  children  going 
to  their  homes  for  the  summer  vacation. 

To  get  into  the  sch.ool,  it  is  necessary  that  the  child  have 
too  little  sight  to  attend  an  ordinary  school,  be  betAveen  six  and 
eighteen  years  of  age,  have  a  sound  mind,  be  free  from  disease 
and  a  resident  of  Kentucky.
